Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 12.—The In­ 
diana labor commissioners say they 
hope to announce within the next three 
days a settlement of the differences 
within the American Window-Glass 
Workers’ association. Seven thousand 
men, mostly in Ohio, 
Indiana 
and 
Pennsylvania, who work 1,800 pots, are 
interested in the settlement. The fol­ 
lowing is the basis of the agreement: 
“The orginal articles of federation, 
adopted in 1888, shall be the basis for 
a new' agreement. A committee from 
each of the four branches shall be ap­ 
pointed to formulate a new schedule 
of 
wages, 
and this committee shall 
have full power to act. The gatherers 
and blowers may make a contract by 
themselves and the flatteners and cut­ 
ters may be permitted to make separ­ 
ate agreements. 
That each branch 
agrees to pay pro rata its share of the 
expense of employing sniffers.”
